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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. 

Applicants' response, filed 17 December 2004, has been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 1-15 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112-l st Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 3-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
This is a new matter rejection. 
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Claim 3, line 8 recites "thereby simplifying a presentation in the display window". 
Applicant points to support for this amendment at page 8, lines 16-17. However, the 
specification at these lines states that "the subtree can be replaced with an icon by which a global 
state of the dendrogram can be observed". This is not the same as "simplifying a presentation". 
This implies that several functional groups may be observed, not necessarily that the presentation 
is simplified. 

Claim 5 recites "displaying the selected keywords and counts in a separated display 
window on top of the display window displaying said function group of biopolymers therein 
therby confirming relative biopolymers are assembled in the selected subtree". Applicant points 
to support at page 5, lines 20-23. However, the specification at these lines states that "keywords 
within the subtree can be displayed in order to confirm success of clustering as well as to aid 
focusing of groupings and to aid selection of a clustering method". The specification is silent 
with regard to confirming relative biopolymers and assembly of biopolymers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claims 1 3 3, 5, 6, and 8 still recite "data obtained under different conditions". It is still 
unclear under what conditions applicant intends and from what are the conditions different. 
Applicant has not addressed this rejection in the response. Clarification is still requested. 

Claim 2 has been amended to now recite "a method for displaying a dendrogram 
according to claim 1, further comprising designating a different clustering method for said 
grouping step". This step does not make sense. Firstly, what method is intended? Secondly, 
there is no clustering in the grouping step in claim 1. Clustering is done first and then selecting, 
displaying, and grouping. Clarification is requested. 

Claim 5 and 12 recite "selecting keywords from a keyword dictionary file". The 
relationship between the selection of a subtree and the selection of keywords remains unclear. 
How do the keywords relate to the data? The keywords are selected based on what criteria? 
Clarification is requested. 

Claim 5 recites "displaying said function group of biopolymers therein therby confirming 
relative biopolymers are assembled in the selected subtree". First, it is unclear what is intended 
by therein therby in the claim. This is non-sensical. Second, it is unclear what displaying has to 
do with confirming relative biopolymers. Third, what are relative biopolymers? Are they 
biopolymers that are related or are they biopolymers that are relative to something else? Last, 
what is intended by assembly of biopolymers? Does that mean grouping or clustering of the 
biopolymers in the subtree or does that mean that biopolymers are built? Clarification is 
requested.
